‘St. Louis and St. Louis County. 

The employe division was lag- 
ging behind all others. Workers 
thus far have contributed $155,515, 
or 12.9 per cent of their $1,200,000 
quota, 

$700,000 Lack Estimated. 

Campaign leaders have estimat- 
ed the drive will fall $700,000 short 
of the amount needed unless con- 
tributions materially increase. Of: 
this impending deficit, $400,000 
would be the result of failure to 
meet the employes’ quota. 

“More than’ half of the threat- 
ened shortage in this first postwar 
campaign is because St, Louis la- 
bor—both organized and unorgan- 
ized—has not realized the impor- 
tance of this drive to the work- 
ing people of our city and county,” 
John I. Rollings, executive secre-

Committee Approves Bill 
Cutting Levy on Indi- 
viduals $2,648,000,000, 
on Corporations $2,- 
841,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
last night approved a bill which 
it had revised to cut taxes a total 
of $5,629,000,000 next year, includ- 
ing a $2,648,000,000 decrease in 
levies on individual taxpayers. 
Corporations would benefit by 
$2,841,000,000. 

The use tax on automobiles and 
boats would be repealed next July 
1, for a revenue loss of $140,000,000 
in the last half of 1946. 

The Social Security payroll tax" 
would be frozen at 1 per cent on 
employers and employes again 
next year, : 

The heavy wartime excise taxes 
on furs and cosmetics, movie 
tickets and liquor, light bulbs and 
jewelry, however, would. not be 
cut to their prewar levels next 
July 1, as the House previously 


voted. 
At Halfway Mark. 

The tax reduction bill now has 
moved about halfway through the 
procedure necessary to enactment. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee originated a bill call- 
ing for a $5,350,000,000 reduction. 
The House approved it, Now the 
Senate Finance Committee has re- 
written it with the aggregate cuts 
made $279,000,000 larger. 

The bill yet has to pass the Sen- 
ate, go to a conference committee 
for adjustment of. differences be- 
tween House and Senate, and win 
the President’s approval. . 

Last-minute additional relief, 
estimated at $563,000,000, for indi- 
viduals came as a surprise. Chair- 
man George (Dem.), Georgia, said 
the proposal carried on a show of 
hands—about 9 to 4 as he recalled. 
It calls for figuring individual 
income taxes on the basis of the 
formula previously approved by 
the committee, then deducting 5 
per cent of the tax before paying 
the collector. 
Original Formula, 

The original formula applied 
surtax exemptions to the 3 per 
cent normal tax, and cut 3 per- 
centage points off each of the 
graduated surtax rates. Currently, 
the normal tax carries an exemp- 
tion of only $500 per taxpayer, re- 
gardiess of the number of his de- 
pendents. The surtax exemption is 
$500 apiece for the taxpayer and 
each dependent. 

Treasu experts presert at 
the closed committee said that 
for 32,000,000 of the estimated 36,- 
000,000 persons who will be sub- 
ject to income taxes next year, 
the Senate bill will grant re- 
ductions identical with those 
voted by the House. .The 32,- 
000,000 are those whose surtax 
net incomes, above exemptions, 
do not exceed $2000. 

The House had voted to make 
surtax exemptions apply to the 
normal tax, and had cut 4 per- 
centage points off each surtax 
rate. In addition, it had stipu- 
lated that. each taxpayer was to 
get a minimum reduction in his 
tax of 10 per cent—a provision 
which would have helped high- 
bracket taxpayers, 

The experts added that from 
$2000 of surtax net income, to 
an undetermined point—possi- 
bly $20,000, $30,000 or $40,000— — 
the Senate bill would give more 
relief than the House bill. 
Above that level, the House bill 
would reduce the tax more. 

Prior to adopting the 5 per cent 
reduction plan, the Senate com- 
mittee had altered the legislation 
to give veterans special benefits. 
Enlisted men would be forgiven 
the income tax on. their service 
pay during the war years, and 
would not even have to file re-

The newest of the numerous 
communications devices in the 
car is the radio teletype.

The world’s most secret railway 
car has given up its mysteries, It 
is No. 1401, a converted passenger- 
and-baggage coach, filled with the 
most modern radio, telegraph and 
telephone equipment, which went 
along whenever the late President 
Roosevelt made a train trip and 
now goes with President Truman. 

The coach was displayed yester- 
day at Washington’s Union Sta- 
tion by the White House signal de- 
tachment, which after three years 
of experimenation calls it the 
most modern and complete mobile 
communications setup in the 
world. 

From No, 1401, ‘borrowed from 
the B. & QO. Railroad, the Presi- 
dent can: 

1. Telephone to any house or 
to any radio-telephone equipped 
automobile or other vehicle in 
the United States. 

2. Carry on a radio teletype 
conversation — in virtually un- 
breakable code — around the 
world at a rate of 100 words a 
minute. 

3. Send and receive messages 
to and from ships at sea. 


3 U-BOAT MEN GET DEATH 
FOR KILLING SHIP SURVIVORS 


Two Others Convicted; Defense 
Tries to Prove Military Neces- 
sity provoked Action. 
‘HAMBURG, Oct. 20 (AP) — A 
British military court today sen- 
tenced German U-Boat Comdr. 
Heinz Eck and two of his officers 
to death for their part in the ma- 
chine-gunning and grenading of 
eight survivors of the British 
freighter Peleus sunk in the 
South Atlantic in March 1944, 
Two other members of the U-boat 
crew were convicted, but their 
sentences were not disclosed im- 

mediately. 

The defense concluded its case 
by seeking to prove Eck ordered 
his men to fire on the wreckage 
because of military necessity. The 
other four defendants were de- 
scribed as having acted under the 
compulsion of their commander’s 
orders. 

German Counsel Todsen, sum- 
ming-up, said Eck wished to de- 
stroy the wreckage because he 
knew he was in a gone where 
four U-boats had been sunk.

BERLIN, Oct. 20 (AP)—The 
United States military govern- 
ment office announced today that 
three munitions plants of the 
I. G. Farben industries have been 
ordered blown up and’ five more 
German industrial plants have 
been declared available for repa- 
rations, 

All plants involved are in the 
American zone. Industrial inves- 
tigators and demolition experts 
are preparing to destroy’ the 
Fabrik ,Kaufbeuren (smokeless 
powder) plant at Kaufbeuren, the 
Fabrik Ebenhausen (nitrocellu- 
lose) plant near Ingolstadt and 
the Fabrik Aschau (nitrocellu- 
lose) plant at Muehldorf. 

The demolitions will begin with- 
in 10 days. Equipment not specif- 
ically designed for munitions 
making will be removed. 

The five industrial establish- 
ments marked for reparations in- 
crease to 21 the number of large 
Plants made available in the 
American zone. The new ones in- 
clude: 

Deutsche Schill und Maschinen- 
bau, shipbuilding plant at Bremen 
which produced U-boats. 

An underground aviation plant 
owned by Daimler Benz, in a 
gypsum mine in Baden. 

The Hahn-Tessky plant at Es- 
slinge, which made automatic 
screw machines. 

The Norddeutsche Hutte Aktien- 
geselischaft at Bremen, which pro- 
duced pig iron, coke, cement, steel 
ingots and ferro-vanadium.

Its 
peacetime prospects are negli- 
gible. The prohibitive expense of 
keeping the road open during the 
monsoon season, with its accom- 
panying washouts and landslides, 
nullifies the visionary hopes of 
making the Stilwell road a per- 
manent trade link between India 
and Northern Burma, It cannot 
compete with the reopened sea- 
land route via Rangoon and 
Burma's. north-south system of 
river roads and railways, 

Only the easternmost half of 
the highway—the old Burma road 
winding upward from northern 
Burma to Kunming in southwest 
China—will be kept open, accord- 
ing to present plans. The newer 
westernmost section between Ledo 
and Myitkyina, on which most 
American efforts and expenditure 
was concentrated, will probably 
be abandoned when the spring 
rains make their annual assault. 
It can be saved only if the Brit- 
ish decide it is worth keeping up 
as a military highway—an un- 
likely eventuality, 

To Be Written Off Nov. .1. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
from New Delhi said the Stilwell 
road and the pipeline and tele- 
phone line which parallel it will 
be written off by the Army after 
Nov. 1 as surplus property.) 

Whether the Stilwell road was 
worth the American money and 
lives it cost will be an issue of 
debate between military histori- 
ans for years to come. It is esti- 
mated that its over-all cost to 
the United States Army ranged 
from $125,000,000 to $200,000,000. 
This highway to China was only 
one of several results from Gen. 
Joseph W.  Stilwell’s Chinese-

the establishment of a wide zone 
of security for air traffic across 
the Himalayan front and the lay- 
ing of the gasoline pipeline from 
Calcutta to Kunming.

Slaves Starved While Even Dogs 
Of Nazis Grew Fat, General Says 


U. S. Repatriation Director Eric F. Wood 
Asserts ‘You Couldn’t Possibly Overstate 
the Atrocities Committed.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 20 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. Eric Fisher Wood in 
an interview yesterday on his re- 
turn from Europe told of the ex- 
treme contrasts discovered by 
American troops between the 
starving, miserable creatures the 
Nazis had enslaved or imprisoned 
and the well-fed,. well-clothed Ger- 
mans, 

Ward, former Pittsburgh archi- 
tect, directed the repatriation of 
millions as head of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's prisoner of war 
and displaced persons division. 
He was abroad 15 months, 

Wood said that German farms, 
thanks to slave labor, were made 
into the best in the world and 
even the German dogs “were fat 
and sassy.” But the captives: 


“You couldn’t possibly overstate 
the atrocities committed by the 
Germans on everybody in their 
power,” he asserted. “The atroci- 
ties were universal and applied to 
everybody.” 

More than 10,500,000 Allied pris- 
oners of war and slave laborers 
were found in German prison 
camps by advancing American 
armies, Wood said, and less than 
1,000,000 remain to be returned to 
their former hontes. . 

“Of these,” he added, “substan- 
tially all are non-repatriable. 
Either they can’t or won't go 
home.” 

Wood, thrice-wounded and 
much-decorated infantry and artil- 
lery veteran of the World War I,

American Says Britain Blocked

blocked United States efforts to 
supply European countries with

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The United States offered today 
to participate in attempts to set- 
tle peacefully the rebellion of na- 
tives in French Indochina and the 
Ditch East Indies. 

John Carter Vincent, director 
of the State Department’s Office 
of Far Eastern Affairs, made the 
offer in a speech before the 
Foreign Policy Association forum 
in which he also: -. 

1. Asserted that the United 


States, recognizing Russia’s in- 
terésts in the Far East, expects 
the Soviet Union to understand 
this country has a stake there, 
too. 

2. Laid down the policy that 
the United States regards China 
as a “bridge”’—not a “buffer’— 
in Far Eastern relations with 
the U. 8S. Ss. R 


3. Said the division of Korea 
between Russian and United 
States occupation troops was un- 
satisfactory and suggested in- 
stead an international trustee- 
ship until Koreans are ready for 
independence, 

Vincent’s statement on Indochina 
and the East Indies was the first 
from a state department policy- 
making official since the native 
unrest flared. 

(A Batavia dispatch said the 
Indonesian nationalist leader, 
Soekarno, had appealed to Presi- 
dent Truman to prevent the use 
of American equipment by Dutch 
forces seeking to quell the inde- 
pendence movement. He was quot- 
ed as saying in a radio message 
to the President that some of the 
forces opposing his fighters were 
wearing American uniforms and 
using American arms and trucks.) 

Vincent declared that this gov- 
ernment does not question French 
sovereignty in Indochina or Dutch 
sovereignty in the East Indies. 

“It is not our intention to insist 
or participate in forceful measures 
for the imposition of control by 
the territorial sovereigns,” he said, 
“but we would be prepared to lend 
our assistance, if requested to do 
so, in efforts to reach peaceful 
agreements in these disturbed 
areas.” 


‘Hull's Policy Recalled 


Vincent recalled a policy. decla- 
ration by Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull last year that nations 
should help dependent peoples in 
their charge “t@ prepars them- 
selves for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of self government, and to 
attain liberty.” 

He said the present division of 
Korea between Russian forces in 
the north and United States troops 
in the south is “manifestly un- 
satisfactory.” 

He proposed an international 
trusteeship of the Allies princi- 
pally interested, until Koreans 
are prepared to take over the ad- 
ministration of their country. 

Meanwhile, he said, the Ameri- 
can hope is to work out with 
Russia “a liason and understand- 
ing which will solve many admini- 
strative problems.” 


Policy as to China. 


The main question with respect 
to China, Vincent said, is whether 
it is to be used as a “bluffer or as 
a bridge in our relations with the 
Soviet Union in the Far East.” 

“We will all agree, I believe,” 
he said, “that the bridge concept 
is pre-eminently preferable, and 
that it should be our policy to 
make it a fact.... 

“It will be our policy to co- 
operate with China and the Soviet 
Union for stability in the Far 
East. We will co-operate with 
neither of them in any policy 
antagonistic toward the other.” 

Vincent said the United States 
fully recognizes that “Russia has 
important interests in the Far 
East,” but he added emphatically 
“we expect recognition by Russia 
that we also have important in- 
terests in that area.” 


President Truman’s Message. 

In a message to the forum, 
President Truman said the Unit- 
ed States was embarking on a 
new policy of “full participation 
in international affairs, full co- 
operation in the solution of the 
problems of peace.”

and plunged into a gulch, tearing 
out a large number of trees. Parts 
of the plane were scattered over 
an area of 200 yards.

TOKYO, Oct. 20 (AP)—War 
trials for the first of 2000 Jap- 
anese. on charges that include 
sickening atrocities are expected 
ta begin within 60 days.

(2) The declared value excess 
profits tax and the capital stock 
tax would be repealed.

The extent of the labor plan 
became apparent in the House of 
Commons this week during de- 
bates on a bill extending war- 
time economic controls over la- 
bor, housing, food, clothing and 
factories for five more years. The 
bill won final Commons passage 
yesterday. 

Conservatives argued the powers 
would make parliament “nothing 
more than a Reichstag” and called 
the bill unprecedented in En- 
gland’s peacetime history, but 
Home Secretary James Chuter 
Ede asserted: 

“Even Greater War.” 

“We believe we are entering 
upon an even greater war—a war 
against ignorance, poverty and 
disease—and we are determined to 
conduct that war with all the re- 
sources that this House places at 
our disposal.” 

Winston Churchill, kept from 
parliament debate by a throat ail- 
ment, sent a message asserting 
the five-year extension of con- 
trols “is. an unmistakable warn- 
ing to the British people.” 

Churchill charged that Attlee’s 
government was “committed to a 


‘series of political and social ex-

MONTANA PUBLIC 


Many Opposing Plan 
Would Change Stand 
If They Could Only 
Learn the Truth, Sup- 
porter Asserts.

HELENA, Mont., Oct. 20—The 
most vigorous appeal for the Mis- 
sourj Valley Authority which the 
Missouri State MVA Commission 
has heard in its tour of the river 
basin has been presented here in 
Montana, a hotbed of opposition 
to MVA. 

It came from Leif Erickson of 
Welena, chairman of the Regional 
Commitfee for MVA and a former: 
Supreme Court Judge of Montana, 
and from his associates in the 
leadership of the Montana MVA 
Committee, which claims several 
hundred members in all parts of 
the. state. 

Speakers charged openly that 
Montana was dominated and con- 
trolled by the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Co., the Montana Power 
Co., (an Electric Bond & Share 
unit), the Great Northern, Mil- 
waukee and Northern Pacific rail- 
roads, “and the chain banks and 
great insurance companies that 
fleece this state.” They also 
charged that the daily press of 
Montana was “owned” by Ana- 
conda Copper, with one exception, 
and that Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler, MVA opponent, had no 
real interest in Montana, but used 
it as “a political farm, with Ana- 
conda Copper for superintendent.” 

As a result, they asserted, the 
VA issue has never been fairly 
presented in Montana. Erickson 
contended that a majority of the 
people, nevertheless, favored MVA, 
. and that many of those opposing 
it would change their minds if 
they could learn the truth. 


Pick-Sloan Plan’s Shortcomings. 

It was Erickson’s theme that 
the Reclamation Bureau of the 
Department of Interior and the 
Army engineers’ chief agencies 
who would handle the Pick-Sloan 
plan set-up to offset MVA, had 
failed to develop full potentialities 
of the business and failed to co- 
ordinate activities. The result, he 
said, is that irrigation in the 
upper basin had not been as suc- 
cessful as claimed or as general 
as desired, whereas the lower 
basin continued to suffer from 
floods and lacked navigation in 
spite of heavy expenditures, and 
hydroelectric power had not been 
fostered sufficiently. 

Both the Sureau and the Army 
engineers, he asserted, have oper- 
ated with “single-track minds,” 
and the 1944 flood-control act, 
which embodies the Pick-Sloan 
plan, contains “no magic.” There 
was no confidence that the Pick- 
Sloan plan would hold the rival 
agencies together under a new 
viewpoint, he went on, adding: 

“The only thing that can do the 
job for Montana is an autonomous 
regional authority, to deal not only 
with irrigation, but to get the 
maximum hydroelectric power, de- 
velop our mineral and forest re- 
sources, and prevent our soil from 
flowing away. It has got to be 
done by one agency. 

“The MVA bill (by Senator 
James E. Murray of Montana) is 
drawn exactly on the TVA act, and 
every constitutional point in it has 
been tested in TVA. The bureau 
and Army have made some at- 
tempts to copy TVA, but at best 
they're poor imitations.” 

Merits of MVA Plan. 

Other points made by Erickson 
were: 

Washington bureaus cause dis- 
couraging delays for Montana, 72 
hours away; MVA could control 
every drop of water, as TVA 
does, but Pick-Sloan would “stop 
floods after they started;” Pick- 
Sloan would charge three times as 
much to capital investment for 
power_as TVA did, but generate 
one third of the farm power TVA. 
provides; the Missouri would have 
enough water for all types of use, 
under engineering that reached to 
the mountain gulches instead of 
“starting too far downstream;” 
the bureau’s Fort Peck Dam f6ok 
"170,000 acres off the tax rolls and 
another project proposed for Mon- 
tana would take as much, but 
MVA, like TVA, would make pay- 
ments to the local governments 
in lieu of taxes. 

Answering a charge the Mis- 
souri Commission had heard be- 
fore it reached the western “wa- 
ter rights” territory, Erickson said 
the Murray bill recognized the au- 
thority of the state to control wa- 
ter use, in the same way as long- 
standing reclamation laws did, and 
that the property rights in water, 
under the special concept of west- 
ern law, were fully protected by 
the bill. Most of ‘the opposition 
to MVA, he asserted, arose from 
the unjustified fear that water 
rights were jeopardized. 

Today the commission inspected 
an irrigation installation and ar- 
ranged to meet a Helena Cham- 
ber of Commerce group expected 
to be largely opposed to MVA. It 
hoped to meet Gov. Ford also.

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Plebiscite for Puerto Rico 


In urging immediate action to give Puerto 
Rico the kind of government its people want, 
President Truman has voiced what should be the 
conscience of Congress. The late President 
Roosevelt and Senator Taft of Ohio long since 
testified that the Puerto Ricans are politically 
mature arid capable of governing themselves. 

Until we grant the island political independ- 
ence coupled with economic justice, we cannot 
come ‘with clean hands into the court of world 
opinion, pleading, as we must for the sake of 
lasting peace, for the rights of exploited colonies 
everywhere, whatever country’s flag flies over 
them. 

It is a bitterly pertinent point Mr. Truman 
makes when he adjures Congress, in proposing 
choices to the Puerto Ricans, not to offer any- 
thing it is not prepared to make good on. High 
hopes were pinned on the home-rule bill suv- 
mitted to Congress last year, but though it only 
increased the powers of the Puerto Rican Gov- 
ernor and Legislature under United States con- 
trol, it was so sharply altered in the Senate as 
to be actually retrogressive. “Perhaps the most 
cruelly disappointing action perpetrated upon 
the Puerto Ricans in 40 years,” Joseph M. Jones, 
a former employe of the State Department, 
‘called it. 

Four proposals by various groups of Puerto 
Ricans are enumerated by Mr, Truman: (1) 
More self-government under the United States, 
(2) dominion status, (3) statehood, (4) complete 
independence. 

It is highly questionable that this country can 
offer statehood. As Oswald Garrison Villard has 
pointed out, it would saddle the island with 
heavy financial responsibilities and would pos@ 
new and vexing problems of assimilating into 
Federal union a Latin American people who live 
1000 miles from our nearest continental port. 
Among the three remaining possibilities there 
is little doubt that the choice of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the American people would be 
complete independence, and it’ seems altogether 
likely that the same is true of the Puerto Ricans. 
In any event, a bill for a Puerto Rican plebiscite 
has been introduced in Congress and there 
should be no difficulty in learning what the 
islanders want if we are sincerely interested 
finding out. ' 

Political independence, however, would be 
worse than meaningless for Puerto Rico without 
economic justice, for it would amount to eco- 
nomic degradation. Tied as its one-crop sugar 
economy is to the United States market, de- 
pendent as it is on the continuance of our 
financial aid, which now runs to some $63,000,- 
000 a year, Puerto Rico would have to continue 
after independence to rely upon the United 
States’ interest and help. 

But the benefits of its association with our 
country would have to be divorced from the 
measures of economic subjection which we have 
imposed on it by means of, among other things, 
a shipping monopoly and the practice of dumping 
United States goods, throttling the development 
of domestic industry, on which so much of the 
island’s economic future depends. 

“It is now time,” the President has told 
Congress, “in my opinion, to ascertain from the 
people of Puerto Rico their wishes as to the 
ultimate status which they prefer. . .” It is in- 
deed. This time, for the sake of the elementary 
justice which is the only sure foundation of 
world peace, let us approach the task as we have 
not approached it before: with a full sense 
of our national responsibility toward the people 
of Puerto Rico, and with an unreserved de- 
termination to help them gain the way of life 
for which our nation has fought. 


How Good Is Bank Examination? 

The embezzlement of $279,000 from the Chip- 
pewa Trust Co. over a period of 15 years by 
Erwin J, Stuckenberg, its assistant treasurer, 
brings the adequacy of bank examinations into 
serious question. The most amazing thing about 
‘the case is that Stuckenberg could have stolen 
so much for so long without detection in spite 
of periodic checkups by Federal and State ex- 
aminers. 

Bank examination is carried on for the spe- 
éific purpose of detecting and halting the misuse 
of depositors’ funds. Why should it take the 
examiners 15 years to catch on? And if they 
can be fooled so long, how much is bank ex- 
amination worth, and what is wrong with its 
methods? 


Need for a Common Language 

At no time in man’s long history has there 
been greater need for meh everywhere to be 
able to come together for a free give and take 
of ideas in a common, simple and clear language. 
President Truman said the other day at Reelfoot 
Lake in Tennessee that Russian and American 
representatives atthe five-power meeting at 
London were net able to do this. 

A great part of the reason that meeting did 
not come out as hoped, the President said, was 
that Americans and Russians had trouble in 
talking together. At every step in our working 
with Russia and other nations, in all our looking 
for a common base for building the strong struc- 
ture of a society at peace, this question of 
language will become more and more important. 
Where are we to get a good working answer for 
it? 

One way would be for American schools at all 
levels to make learning Russian, for example, a 
part of American education. This is a good way 
as far as it goes, and it is to be hoped that 
language learning in America may, have a new 
impulse forward. But it will be very hard for 
great numbers of persons to get all the complex 
ins and outs of another language. 

The need now is to get a common second 
language started in all countries, a language 
made simple. It will have to be so simple that 
it may be learned by anyone who will give a 
small part of his time to-it, say, for two or three 
months, 

A language of this sort is now in existence. 
It has beén tested in wide use for military, busi- 
ness and other purposes. It is Basic English. 
Using only 850 words and simple rules for 
putting them together, Basic English may be 
learned quickly. With it, anything may be said 
that may be said in full English. 

In giving thought to tHe question of how 
developments in language may be of help in 
making a world at peace, the possible use of 
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Basic English is not to be overlooked. If the 
reader is interested in learning what Basic 
English is like, he may take this bit of writing 
as an example, It’s all Basic.

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Senatorial Redistricting at —Last 

There will undoubtedly be criticism: of the 
State senatorial redistricting setup just com- 
pleted by the bi-partisan commission required 
under the new Constitution, and some of the 
criticisms will be valid. However, both the 


intentional and the unavoidable disparities in | 


the new districting are greatly outweighed by 
the fact that at last, after the grossly unfair 
gerrymander prevailing for the last 44 years, the 
State will have senatorial districts of fairly equal 
size, and the votes of citizens will have virtually 
equal weight, no matter in what section they 
live, 

Another reason for gratification is the agree- 
ment of the commission, after months during 
which it had seemed no redistricting would be 
possible, and senatorial elections at large would 
be necessary. Five Republicans and five Demo- 
crats, nominated by the state committees and 
all warm partisans, comprised the commission. 
Reports of inaction, disagreement and deadlock 
had come from Jefferson City ever since their 
deliberations began, five months ago. Finally, 
however, the sound principle of give-and-take. 
prevailed, and a fair redistricting map was 
produced. 

So will end an abuse against which citizens 
had protested in vain for years, and on which 


successive Legislatures had failed to act, even: 


though the old Constitution called for a re- 
districting every 10 years. Senatorial districts 
varied in population frem 45,718 to 320,512. 
The Constitution framers directed that this in- 
equality be changed by setting up new districts, 
“as compact and as nearly equal'in population 
as may be,” and this has now been ordered by 
the commission. The completed work may not 
be perfect, but it represents the achievement 
of a long-needed reform, and a great gain in the 
proper functioning of democracy in Missouri. 
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Omission 

We think it cause for regret that the arch 
war criminal of all time—Adolf Hitler—was not 
No, 1 on the Nuernberg indictment list. His 
name was omitted apparently in the belief that 
he is dead, yet there seemingly is no actual 
proof of that. Martiri Bormann, his deputy, is 
missing and may be dead, too, yet his name was 
included. Impressive as the document is, the 
absence of Hitler’s name from the head of the 
list robbed it of its fullest dramatic impact. 
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An Expensive Prejudice 
The opposition to UNRRA that simmers in 
Congress centers in a group that has been dog- 
gedly consistent in its fight against any kind of 
collective effort among nations. It is determined 


- to discredit the international relief organization. 


In this instance, however, indulgence of prej- 


udice is working against the bread-and-butter in- 


terests of the group’s constituents. Such men 
as Senators Wherry of Nebraska and Wheeler of 
Montana, Representatives Brown of Ohio, An- 
dresen of Minnesota, Hoffman and Woodruff of 
Michigan, come from states that are among 
UNRRA’s biggest customers* Millions of pounds 
of surplus wheat, cheese, dried milk and pota- 
toes will be bought by UNRRA—if the funds we 
have promised are voted by Congress. 

The Middle Westerner with wheat and dairy 
products to sell has pertinent questions to ask 
his Congressman, At the food conference in 
Quebec, representatives of 31 nations have gath- 
ered to study what should be done in the future 
when agricultural over-production replaces food 
shortages. What will Congress do about UNRRA 
in the next few weeks to bolster present markets 
at home and at the samé time meet our obliga- 
tion to our allies? 
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Will St. Louis Fail? 

A civic failure that will be paid for in cold, 
in hunger and disease threatens St. Louis if im- 
mediate new resources of generosity are not 
found to fill the War Chest. Leaders of the 
current campaign announce gifts far below those 
of last year. By present indications, the total 
may be $700,000 short of the $5,265,000 goal. - 

Never in the history of community drives has 
giving lagged so far, and never has the need 
been greater. In the unsettled change-over from 
war to peace, a new-and heavy load has been 
put on local agencies and organizations for serv- 
ice personnel, which together receive 87 per cent 
of the total fund. 

Needy, families of fighting men still in the 
service deserve all the aid the community can 
give them. Men still sweating it out in uniform 
need the clubrooms and the entertainments of 
the.

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Minobe Debunks the Emperor Myth 


Return of free speech to Japan has brought 
into the open a valuable ally in the campaign to 
strip the Mikado of his alleged divine status, He 
is Dr. Tatsuhichi Minobe, a noted constitutional 
authority, who informs his countrymen that the 
doctrine is a myth, fostered by the militarists for 
their own purposes. 

Minobe is one of the few Japanese who before 
the war dared speak out against the myth, even 
though guardedly, and he suffered for it. He 
was a respected figure—professor emeritus of 
the Imperial University in Tokyo, teacher of law 
there for 30 years, author of many standard 
works on the Japanese Constitution and a mem- 
ber of the House of Peers. Then the militarists 
discovered that he had referred to the Mikado 
as “the ‘highest organ of the state,” which was 
branded as sacrilege. So Minobe was driven 
from his positions, his books were banned and 
some of them were burned. ; 

Though he views the Emperor as a ruler who 
rules by consent of the governed, Minobe is no 
flaming liberal. He may not join a movement to 
depose Hirohito, or to try him as a war crim- 
inal, but he is a learned Japanese whose denial 
of the divinity doctrine should be a considerable

In all periods of social upheaval] such as: 


that through which we are now passing, 
ordinary, everyday life is disrupted. Stand- 
ards are lower and confused, and the re- 
tarding influence of public opinion concern- 
ing things once frowned upon is weakened. 


Children, especially, reflect in their be- 
havior the disturbances of the. times. They 
become restless and excited and seek new 
outlets for their energies, wanting to do 
something important. All too frequently, 
this restlessness leads into difficulties be- 
cause outlets for wholesome pursuits are 
inadequate. 


The Task Is Prevention 


Thé material waste—to say nothing of 
the more important human waste—of de- 
linquency and crime is appalling, amount- 
ing to billions of dollars each year. We 
must concern ourselves with the task of 
preventing juvenile delinquency and eradi- 
cating its sources, Any reduction in juve- 
nile delinquency will result in a proportion- 
ate reduction in adult crime. 


Individuals cannot be salvaged from lives 
of crime through haphazard treatment. Hit- 
and-miss methods hit the law-abiding public 
and miss the offender. , 


Unless we sow the seeds of good citizen- 
ship in juvenile minds and cultivate them 
with patience and kindness, any juvenile 
program will be a failure. As a member 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, I 
realize that: the solution to juvenile de- 
linquency begins in the home, in the school 
and in the church; and I] further realize 
that the correction of any juvenile problem 
requires a substantial amount of hard work 
on the part of public-spirited citizens and 
officials. 


Until recently, throughout the history of 
organized society, police departments have 
been considered repressive agencies con- 
cerned only with the suppression of crime 
and the apprehension of criminals. Modern 
society Mus made it necessary, however, for 
the police to become more conscious of the 
many social problems underlying the causes 
of crime. That is why I repeat that the 
prévention of crime is one of the major 
functions of every police department. 


A St. Louis Program 


The St. Louis Police Department became 
acutely aware of this situation and took 
steps to deal with it in June, 1943. For the 
first time in its history, it established a 
Juvenile Division. It now has one sergeant, 
16 patrolmen, three of whom are Negroes, 
and four women, two of whom are Negroes, 
devoting their full time to this project. 
They have done a remarkable job. 


We are informed through a report pub- 
lished by the Chief Probation Officer of the 
Juvenile Court, Frank X. Reller, with ref- 
erence to the year 1944, that in that year 
there was a 40.7 per cent decrease in juve- 
nile delinquency in the City of St. Louis. 
Mr. Reller attributed that decrease in no 
small measure to the vigilance of the Juve- 
nile Division of the Police Department 
working in co-operation with the St. Louis 
Juvenile Commission and the Attendance 
Division of the Board of Education. These 
organizations necessarily received a great 
deal of help from schools, churches and 


service clubs that have given much time 
and effort to this problem, 


From its inception, the Juvenile Division 
of the Police Department has endeavored 
to provide opportunities and wholesome 
recreation for the boys and girls with whom 
it came in contact. It has encouraged youth 
in general, whether known to the division 
or not, to engage in physical, socia] and 
cultural activities that would provide them 
with an opportunity for self-expression. 

The juvenile officer from each district, in 
practically every instance, acted as a coach 
to the boys. He has taught them to play 
football, baseball and basketball, believing 
that idleness, with environment operating 
upon that idleness, is a serious condition in 
the development of the growing boy or girl. 


We belteve that we have only scratched 


the surface in dealing with this problem, © 


and that the Juvenile Division must be en- 
larged so that its scope and benefits can be 
increased, 


The Obstacle of Apathy 


The Police Department {s a permanent 
institution and one of stability. It knows 
as wel] as any other agency the causes that 
are operating in each of its districts, and it 
intimately knows the environment to which 
these boys and girls are subjected. By 
enlarging its field of activities and con- 
tacts with other institutions, we believe 
that we can eventually reduce juvenile de- 
linquency to a minimum, 


To accomplish this result we must have 
the sympathetic interest of every member 
of the department, and particularly those 
who are in command of the districts. Each 
patrolman should have inculcated in him 
the thought that it is a part and parce] of 
his duty to help prevent crime and to think 
of ways and means of accomplishing this 
end, 

Largely our problem now is a selling one. 
We must convince the public of our serious- 
ness of purpose and the benefits to be de- 
rived from this program. We will continue 
to be confronted with public apathy, Usual- 
ly this is based upon the attitude that any 
such efforts are futile; 


We now know from experience that the 
contrary is true. We may not persuade 


all of the cynics, but if we stick to the job 


and make progress, I am sure that the un- 
believers will eventually be in a decided 
minority. Let us dedicate ourselves to this 
important task. , 


SURPLUS OF ARMY DOCTORS

But, with the fighting 
at an end, it seems inexcusable to hold such 
a large number of doctors in the armed 
forces,

38 Stories of Latin America 
By a Famous Peruvian Writer’ 


“The Knights of the Cape,” by Ricarde Palma. (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, New York.) 

It is easy to discover contrasts between 
absurdity and thoughtfulness in the type 
of books being published today about 
Latin America. A book was recently pub- 
lished on what the Latin Americans think 
of the United States. As it happened, all 
the authors were from North America. 

The Knopf company has used just the 
opposite approach. It publishes “The Green 
Continent,” a collection of writings by 33 
Latin Americans. In this new publication, 
it is again doing useful work. “The 
Knights of the Cape” is a collection of 38 
stories from the works of an outstanding 
nineteenth-century Peruvian writer. 

As head of the National Library of Peru, 
Palma worked continuously among the 
dusty tomes. From these he gave Latin 
Americans a type of easy history that they 
have enjoyed reading. And now, with an 
excellent translation by Harriet de Onis, 
North Americans can also sample these 
delightful tales. ee 

Most of the stories deal with the colonial 
era. Here it is that Palma makes society 
come to life. The reader forgets about 
the “greatness” of the conquerors and dis- 
covers how they actually lived. The high 
and mighty are lowered into their realms 
of gossip, amatory indiscretions, drinking 
bouts and genera] lack of intelligence, 

Much more could be said about these 
enjoyable stories, but the main hope is that 
other publishers follow the example of 
issuing works by Latin American authors,

Eventual Readmission of 
UMW Likely, However 
—Federation Delegates 
to Parley.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 20 — David 
Dubinsky, president of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers Union, was a member of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor today, filling 
a vacancy which might have gone 
to John L. Lewis, head of the 
United Mine Workers, had not 


Lewis indicated he preferred to let 
the question of his return to the 
AFL remain in status quo at pres- 
ent. 

Dubinsky, who is an outspoken 
proponent of the eventual return 
of the 500,000 United Mine Work- 
ers to the AFL, was elected to 
the council to fill the vacancy 
left by the death of Edward Flore 
of Buffalo, N. Y., of the Hotel 
and Resteurant Employes’ Inter- 
national Alliance and Bartenders’ 
International League of America. 

William Green, president of the 
federation, announced Lewis had 
indicated his desire not to reopen 
the question of his readmission 
now because of “conditions which 
he is passing through.” Green 
indicated that these include the 
recent coal strike and the forth- 
coming labor-management confer- 
ence called by President Truman 
in which Lewis will have an in- 
dependent vote. He will occupy a 
strategic position at the confer- 
en@ since he will not be bound 
by either AFL or CIO policies. 

Strategical Objective. 

Green pointed out that in “fair- 
ness to Lewis” he shomid explain 
that the mine leader predicates 
his return to the AFL on a seat 
at the council table because he 
has agreed to try to settle all 
jurisdictional disputes which 
might arise between his union and 
any AFL affiliate and has stated 
that the decision of the council 
would We final in determining, the 
outcome of any disputes he could 
not adjust. 

“It may be that some of his op- 
ponents in jurisdictional matters 
would be members of the council,” 
Green said, “and it is natural he 
should want his union represent- 
ed.” 

While it would appear that the 
election of Dubinsky would pre- 
vent any further discussion of the 
Lewis issue at this meeting it 1s 
possible that there may be other 
vacancies on the council before it 
assembles in winter session. Har- 
vey W. Brown, head of the Ma- 
chinists’ Union, may again leave 
his seat on the council and take. 
his union out of the federation. 
Rumors persist that W. D. Mahon, 
elderly head of the Streetcar 
Workers, may retire. In all events, 
it has become obvious that the 
council will not let the AFL Pro- 
gressive Miners of America stand 
in the way of the return of Lewis 
and his big union. It probably 
would be asked to limit its charter 
to Illinois.

T the start of the 
Battle of Corregidor we had-in 
the neighborhood of 11,000 
men, opposed ‘to a force, of about 
250,000 whose forward elements 
were a little less than two miles 
to the north of us, on Bataan, and 
six miles to the south of us, at 
Cavite. 

Corregidor is a sloping, polly- 
wog-shaped rock covering less 
than two square miles and is a 
little over a half a mile wide at 
its widest point. 

At the start it was armed with 
two modern 12-inch rifles; about 
a dozen 12-inch mortars, a few 
10-inch disappearing guns (which 
could fire only out to sea); some 
8-inch disappearing guns (also un- 
able to be turned either toward 
Bataan or Cavite): several 155 
mm guns similarly handicapped; 
four batteries of mobile 155 mm. 
guns; several small batteries of 
3-inch guns able only to protect 
our mine fields, and 48 field guns 
of 75 mm. calibre which were 
strung along the beaches. Of the 
48 guns, 46 were knocked out by 
the time the Japs finally began 
their landings, 

About 2000 men and women 
managed to get, out of Bataan on 
the night of April 8-9 in barges 
and boats. Among these were 300 
survivors of the Thirty-first In- 
fantry—American boys—a number 
of Philippine Army men, some 
Navy personnel from around Mar- 
iveles, three or four survivors of 
the great Twenty-sixth Cavalry, 
and the nurses. The main bulk 
of the last-minute arrivals were 
non-combatant. 

A majority of the combat troops 
who made their way to The Rock 
from Bataan were in such terrible 
physical condition that they were 
incapable of even light work. They 
were immediately hospitalized, and 
doctors who attended them told 
me they had never seen men in 
such emaciated condition. 

Those in ostensibly fair shape 
were sent at once to the beaches, 
though there was some malaria 
even among these, and much dys- 
entery. Hospitalized men also 
were sent to the beaches as soon 
as they responded to rest and food, 
but many were not able to rise 
from the cots on which they threw 
themselves the night they arrived. 
They were among the thousand to 
1500 wounded men who were cap- 
tured in the Malinta Tunnel hos- 
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Corregidor Island where Gen. 


pital when The Rock fell. 

The American soldiers of ethe 
Thirty-first Infantry were as- 
signed to the beach positions 
manned by the Fourth Marines. 
Our 1500 Marines, commanded by 
Col. Sam Howard, had come down 
to the Philippines from Shanghai 
when things began to look bad in 
August, 1941. They were first sta- 
tioned at Olongapo, on Subic Bay, 
but before that area succumbed 
MacArthur moved them back to 
Corregidor. 

That is how we lined up at the 
start, on April 10, 1942. 

But in those first days of the 
Battle of Corregidor my thoughts 
were still filled with Bataan. Its 
loss rankled and depressed me. A 
thousand times during those early 
days of the fight for The Rock I 
turned over in my mind the series 
of blows which had brought about 
the humiliating defeat on Luzon. 

The bombers I had asked for, 
days before, to serve as a running 
guard for the food and fuel ships 
down south, reached Mindanao on 
April 9 and raided Davao and 
Nichols Field, near Manila, the 
next day. . 

There were only 
them, led by Brig. Gen. Ralph 
Royce. Only three or four of 
them, minus fighter protection, of 
course, raided Nichols. The planes 
returned to Mindanao after the 
raids, tanked up and returned to 
Australia, where they reported 
good bombing results. 

“We gave them hell,” we heard 
the San Francisco radio quote 
Gen. Royce. 

We hoped they had, and wished 
many times after that, that they 
would return, But they never

been sent primarily to MacArthur, 
with a notation that he should 
forward it on ta me at Corregi- 
dor if he concurred. As I. have 
explained, our Corregidor radio 
station picked up the message 
from the yWhite House as it was 
sent to Australia, 

I replied to the President, but 
hearing nothing from MacArthur 
I messaged him as follows: 

“His (Roosevelt’s) message to 
me direct appears to leave to 
my discretion the decisions 
which I must ultimately make 
unless anti-aircraft ammunition 
in the near future and food in 
the more distant future are re- 
ceived. If I am not correct in 
this assumption I hope you will 
so advise me. The fall of Ba- 
taan was a most severe blow to 
me but it was inevitable sooner 
or later in view of the effective- 
ness of the blockade. With men 
in full health and vigor we 
could have held the enemy as 
we have on many former oc- 
casions. 

“I managed to withdraw about 
2000 military personnel and am 
now determined to hold my 
present position with God’s help 
until a major diversion by you 
in some other theater releases 
the pressure on us here, While 
my morale and that of my 
troops is still high in spite of 
adversity, a word of cheer and 
“encouragement from you would 
be welcoméd by all. Sincerely.”

Auto Plants Ahead of Reconversion 
Schedules Despite Wage Disputes 


| 


Industry Will Beat 18-Month Estimate by 
Many Months— Observers Say 
Hysteria Can Be Ignored. 


By DONALD GRANT’ 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


DETROIT, Oct. 20—Reconver- 
sion of the automobile industry in 
the Detroit area is ahead of earli- 
er estimates, despite the sound 
and fury of negotiations on wage 
questions and the quieter but an- 
noying shortages of materials. 

The Chrysler Corp., which had 
one of the most difficult jobs of 
reconversion of any major indus- 
try in the nation, will be in full- 
scale production within five months 
jand will begin producing cars 
probably within three months, K. 
T. Keller, president, said today. 
Most other automobile manufac- 
turers already have begun produc- 
tion, 

After surveying the industry 
earlier, the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development estimated on 
Sept. 22 that reconversion would 
take about 18 months. The indus- 
try is going to beat that schedule 
by many months, in the sanest 
opinions within the industry and 
of outside observers. These peo- 
ple say you can ignore a great 
deal of the hysteria about regon- 
version being bogged down. 

20,320 Machine Tools Moved in. 


Reporters, including a member 
of the Post-Dispatch staff, who 
are making a study of reconver- 
sion in the major industrial cen- 
ters of the nation under arrange- 
ments made by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, have 
seen four automobile plants here 
already. Reconversion in these 
plants visibly was taking place 
with the greatest rapidity, and in 
some instances, was all but com- 
pleted. 

Chrysler, which converted to 
the manufacture of airplane en- 
gines first, and which: used the 
greatest proportion of its auto- 
production facilities on 
war jobs, now has the toughest 
problem of reconversion. Keller 
pointed out that Chrysler has had 
to move out 6693 government ma- 
chine tools, move into place 20,320 
machine tools for peacetime pro- 
duction, and construct wholly new 
production lines, 

Chrysler will spend $57,000,000 
on this job, Keller said, and an- 
other $18,000,000 in expanding fa- 
cilities by 250,000 square feet of 
space, Production of Plymouth 
engines already is under way, 
even as Government machine 


|tools are being moved out—rap- 


idly and smoothly, by Keller’s 
testimony. Concrete is ° being 
poured in one production line and 
another is all but completed, 
Three Cars a Minute. 

When the whole job is done, 
Keller said he will have the most 
efficient production line in the 
history of industry. Even dis- 
counting Keller’s enthusiasm, one 
factory alone which will soon be 
producing a Plymouth automobile 
every 20 seconds does not mean 
that reconversion is bogging 
down. 

“We have re-engineered our 
whole production line,” Keller 
said, “and put into it the best 
experience out of war production 
and the best out of peacetime pro- 
duction. When we get going, we 
will really move.” 

Keller said he is not worried 
because Ford already is producing 
400 automobiles a day. He is 
willing to wait unti] he can reach 
the market with something near 
full-scale production—on a produc- 
tion line that will take advantage 
of every cost saving of the most 
modern mass-production methods. 

Contrasting Point of View. 

If reconversion of the automo- 
bile industry is going well, how- 
ever, what A. E. Barit, president 
of the Hudson Motor Car Co., 
calls psychological reconversion 
of the men in industry is going 
somewhat less well. Barit and 
Keller are contrasting types of 
automobile industry executives. 

Keller is rough-and-ready, uses 
profanity freely—and although he 
would make little public comment 
on his attitude toward organized 
labor, makes little secret  pri- 
vately of his deep dislike for the 
CIO United Automobile Workers’ 
Union to which his workers be- 
long. Keller wants his business 
to be an efficient producer, dis- 
misses larger problems by saying, 
“I have no theories or programs 
for the nation.” 

Barit, on the other hand, says 
frankly that he believes, given the 
proper atmosphere, Hudson can 


live profitably and peaceably with 
the UAW. When he speaks of 
psychological reconversion he is 
going far beyond the mere me- 
chanics of changing machines and 
tools. 

“During the war,” Bapit said to- 
day, “the co-operation of gov- 
ernment, industry and labor re- 
sulted in the production of the 
materials needed to do the job. 
But now a continuation of that 
co-operation is no less necessary 
to preserve the very things we 
fought for.” 

Full Production Needed Now. 

Only by achieving a full na- 
tional production, he said, can our 
great national debt be liquidated, 
and employment at ai decent 
standard of living maintained.

The Committee for Economic 
Development estimates that the 


Detroit area’s peacetime labor 
force of 704,000 was built up to 
953,000 during the war, and that 
it had slumped to 668,000 Sept. 
22. Reconversion already has put 
back to work a part of the un- 
employed, but a large body of un- 
employed still exists here. Return 
of some 300,000 persons who left 
this area to join the armed forces 
will add to the possibilities of un- 
employment. 


Workers Uneasy About Future. 

This situation leaves workers 
worried and _ restless. Unions 
meanwhile, are pressing their de- 
mands for wage increases at a 
time when management is most 
eager to reach maximum produc- 
tion for a ready market. 


The situation is further compll- 
cated by the fact of competition 
within the automotive industry. 
“Competition hasn't 
one bit,” Keller said. “All we did 
bards during the war. They’re 
still as sharp as ever.” 

One section of the industry may 
be willing to live with the union, 
while another section hopes for

Within the UAW itself, mean- 
while, factional disputes _ still 
smoulder.

Frankensteen, now a candidate for 
Mayor of Detroit. 

The kind of unity that Detroit 
knew while in war production may 
well be lost in the struggle for 
power that is under way even as 
reconversion to peacetime produc- 
tion becomes a fact. 


NEW AUTO-REPAIR PRICE PLAN 
BY OPA FOR HALTING EVASIONS 


To halt widespread overcharges 
for automobile repairs, the Office 
of Price Administration has in- 
stituted a new method of pricing 
for 56 common repair jobs, Ed- 
ward L. Eyerman, district OPA 
price executive, announced today. 

Present hourly rates for repairs, 
which were frozen at levels which 
prevailed in March, 1942, remain 
unchanged, it was explained, but 
to halt a practice whereby many 
shops charge customers for an 
excessive number of hours on a 
job, the time for which a cus- 
tomer may be charged on a given 
job is now limited. 

Work-hour limits for specific 
jobs ‘are based on the average 
time required to effect specific 
repairs, as shown by the indus- 
try’s own records. Repairs not in; 
cluded in the 56 common jobs for 
which time limits have been set 
will continue to be priced by each 
shop on the basis of the highest 
price it charged in March, 1942. 
Any shop preferring to furnish 
customers with detailed invoices 
on work done has the option of 
continuing to charge according to 


:. fits 1942 schedule.

been returned home Oct. 15. . Of 
the 1,889,000 remaining, a large 
percentage of the low-point men 
likely will stay a while. They will 
make up most of the 370,000 need- 
ed for the army of occupation in 
Germany, to wind up the Army’s 
property problems in Europe and 
to man such places as Ascension 
Island, 

Thus, from Europe about 1,519,- 
000 remain to be returned. 

On V-J day the Pacific strength 
was 1,565,000 and in the China- 
Burma-India theater 231,000, a to- 
tal of 1,796,000. 

Of this numper, 293,000 had been 
returned Oct. 15. This leaves 1,- 
503,000 yet to come home. From 
this group likely will come a large 
part of the 400,000 needed for oc- 
cupation and outposts. Thus from 
the Pacific area there are about 
1,103,000 to come home soon. 

These figures add up to over-all 
totals of 2,011,000 men already 
brougt home and 2,622,000 yet to 
come back in addition to those 
who will stay for a time. 

Between now and Christmas 
366,000 men are expected to be re- 
turned from the Pacific. In addi- 
tion, 125,000 will be in the “pipe- 
line’—staging areas and on the 
high seas.

T toaay’s deal was susceptible to 
a purely logical solution. 
East, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
3 
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The condition of the score was 
the crucial point. Not only were 
both sides vulnerable, but East- 
West had a part score of 30, while 
North-South had 60 below the 
line. 

East, the dealer, elected to bid 
one no-trump, which was unques- 
tionably the best choice—for its 
comparative shutout value, if for 
nothing’ else. South doubled, 
which also was completely logi- 
cal. If North wanted to make a 
penalty pass, well and good. If 
he took out to two diamonds or 
two clubs, South had excellent 
support, and the 40 points needed 
toward game would be in clear 
sight. Finally, if North answered 
the double with two hearts, South 
could overcall him with the high- 
er ranking spade suit. 

After West's pass, North 
thought for a moment and then 
bid two hearts. Normally, he 
knew, the double of a hotrump is 
for penalties, but the part-score 
situation demanded that North 
give his partner some “leeway.” 
(This, quite aside from the weak- 
ness of the North hand.) On the 
score, South might well have 
shaded the requirements for a 
double so as not to be excluded 
from the auction—he might be 
counting on North to take the 
double with a grain of salt. Thus, 
North was correct in bidding — 
but his choice of bids was bad. 
Over two hearts, East passed be- 
cause that was one contract he 
could hope to defeat; and when 
South bid two spades, West felt 
the same way! They were both 
right—two hearts and two spades 
were equally ounmakable by 
North-South, 

If North had applied more 
logic to the situation, he would 
have taken out the double to two 
clubs—the lowest-ranking suit. If 
South “liked” clubs, 40 points 
would be enough. If he didn’t—~ 
and here was the crux—he had 
all three of the other suits still 
available at the low two-level! 
The heart response left only 
spades at that level, whereas two 
clubs left two clubs, two dia- 
monds, two hearts and two 
spades!

ERHAPS you have been won- 
dering about the quick-mix 
method of baking cakes and 
how to apply it to your old recipes. 
The results produced by the quick- 
mix method and the formula are 
quite similar to the types of cake 
made in fine bakeries, for whom 
this method was first developed. 
The method is to be used with 
shortening rather than butter as 
the shortenings have an emulsi- 
fying agent in them which butter 
has not, Your favorite recipes 
may or may not adapt to this 
method according to how they are 
balanced—that is, the proportion 
of flour, to sugar, to shortening, 
and to milk. In some cases a 
slight increase of sugar will bring 
about the desired balance. We 
cannot recommend an over-all ad- 
justment for cake recipes, recipes 
are too varied, but the .following 
which is a delicious cake made by 
the conventional method has been 
tested in our kitchen and found to 
be exceptionally good by. the 
quick-mix method. 


Quick Mix Devil's Food Cake. 


Two cups sifted cake flour, one 
and one-half cup sugar, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
vegetable shortening (room tem- . 
perature), two eggs, one cup milk, 
one teaspoon vanilla extract, two 
ounces chocolate melted, one tea- 
spoon baking soda, one tablespoon | 
hot water. 

Sift flour, sugar and salt to- 
gether three times. The last time 
sift into a bowl, add shortening, 
eggs, and one-half cupof the milk 
and the vanilla, Beat for two min- 
utes by the clock. Scrape sides of 
bowl frequently. Combine remain- 
ing ingredients and add with the 
milk, Beat for an additional two 
minutes, Pour into two ungreased 
eight-inch cake pans that have 
waxed paper in the bottom. Bake 
at 350 degrees Fahrenheit for 2(- 
25 minutes until cake tests done, 
Cool slightly before removing from 
pan. Cool and frost with Mocha 
frosting. 


Mocha Frosting. 


One cup boiling water, one-half 
cup coarsely ground coffee, one- 
fourth cup softened butter, three 
cups confectioners’ sugar, one 
third cup prepared strong coffee, 
one and one-fourth teaspoons va- 
nilla. 

Pour boiling water over coffee, 
cover and allow to stand five min- 
utes, Strain twice through a fine 
sieve or cloth. Cool. Blend but- 
ter and sugar and one-third cup of 
strong coffee by adding sugar and 
coffee alternately in small por- 
tions, creaming all the while. Add 
flavoring and mix well. Sufficient 
for tops and sides of two eight- 
inch layers.

Mix two 
tablespoons flour with two table- 
spoons brown sugar, and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and lightly 
dredge the potatoes and apples 
‘with the mixture. Arrange pota- 
toes and apples in alternate layerg 
in a greased five-cup casserole. 
Dot with butter, pour on one-half 
cup cider, and arrange four strips 
of bacon over the top. Cover and 
bake at “50 degrees for 85 min- 
utes or ur il potatoes and apples 
are tender. Uncover and bake for 
five minutes longer until bacon 
strips are crisp.
